It will primarily be con- 
cerned with how the greatest 
amount of rubber can be acquired 
in the shortest possible time—‘“to 
get the mostest fustest,” as Ba- 
ruch puts it, paraphrasing Gen. 
Nathan Bedford Forrest’s famous 
dictum on strategy.

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More Letters From Prison Camp 
Parents in This 
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Messages Obviously Phrased With Regard to 
Enemy Censorship and Propaganda 
Requirements. 


Three more letters from Ma- 
rines from the St. Louis area in- 
terned in the Zentsuji War Prison- 
ers’ Camp in Japan after the cap- 
ture of Guam have been received 
here by their parents, telling with 
parrot-like ~ uniformity of ‘good 
treatment. 


The messages, like the one re- 
ceived Wednesday by the parents 
of Harry Lebovitz, a chief phar- 
macist’s mate in the Navy, are 
typewritten in light blue ink on a 
piece of thin paper bearing Jap- 
anese inscriptions at the top and 
have Japanese and French post- 
marks. They obviously are phrased 
with regard to Japanese censor- 
ship and Japanese propaganda re- 
quirements. 

Pvt. John D. Rucker, in his let- 
ter to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
R. F. Rucker of 7 Signal Hill bou- 
levard, East St. Louis, said he was 
being looked after “as well as can 
be expected under the circum- 
stances.” He went on to say that 
he missed home meals “and some 
day I will make up for lost time.” 
‘The change in our type of meals 
and conditions was tremendous, 
but the Japanese Government has 
attempted to rectify these things 
as much as possible,” he wrote. 
Pvt. Rucker, 27 years old; enlisted 
in. the Marine Corps three years 
ago, and has been in the Pacific 
area for two years. 

A message from the prison camp 
received by Mrs. Sophie Tattrie of 
San Diego, Cal. who is visiting 
relatives in Belleville, from her 
son, Norman Tattrie, a Marine cap-~- 
tured on Guam, told of the diet 
given prisoners. 

Soup and rice are served at 
breakfast and supper, he related, 
while at dinner soup, a small loaf 
of bread and jam are served. An 
occasional egg, fish, doughnut or 
slice of meat are the only varia- 
tions. 

The Change of Diet. 
Another reference to diet was 
made by Pvt. Arthur G. Schubert, 
in a letter to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred G. Schubert, 4970 Robert 
avenye > 
“Please do not worry about me,” 
he wrote, “as I have adjusted my- 
self to the change of diet, and am 


trying to learn the Japanese lan- 
guage. 

“If you get to send me anything, 
please send me some sweet or dried 
fruit.” After some personal family 
references, he said: “Well, I'll close 
now looking forward to many of 
your home cooked meals.” 

Pvt. Schubert also wrote that he 
was well in every respect, and 
hoped to see his parents in the 
near future. “We work here every 
day, mostly farm work,” he went 
on. “It is getting warmer, and the 
climate is much like home.” Schu- 
bert, 20 years old, enlisted in Ma- 
rines here in November, 1939, and 
had been stationed at Guam since 
May, 1941. 

Treated “Very Well.” 

Pvt. Harold L. Darter, writing to 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Leslie 
Darter, of 5738 Janet avenue, Jen- 
nings, said he arrived at the pris- 
oner’s camp last Jan. 15, with the 
others taken prisoner on Guam, 
and been treated “very well.” 

“Every night,” he wrote, “before 
going to bed, I saya little prayer 
for you all, and ask God to find 
a way to get me home to you soon. 
I also ask Him to keep you all in 
good health, for, when I get home, 
I want to find it the same as when 
I left. 

‘Chins Up, Keep Smiling.’ 


“Tell Dad and the boys that I 


said to keep their chins up and 
keep smiling, as I am doing, and 
everything will come out all right. 
And we will be doing the things 
we used to soon. 

“Mother, dear, try to get in touch 
with the Red Cross, and see if 
there isn’t some way they can 
make an agreement with Japan 
to let us receive packages from 
home. Oh, yes, if you would call 
up Lois and let her know how I 
am, and tell her I said to wait for 
me as I will be home soon, I will 
now end this with, ‘Keep your 
chins up and keep smiling,’ for 
after every dark day a bright day 
will surely come.” 

The girl to whom he asked to be 
remembered is Lois Duckworth, 
3926A Blaine avenue, Pvt. Darter, 
who was born in Vienna, IIL, 
worked as a fountain clerk at the 
Milner Hotel until his enlistment.

Announcement of the licensing 
program last night followed the 
institution of court actions against 
about 115 meat packers and 
wholesalers to compel compliance 
with price regulations. — 

Effective next Tuesday, OPA 
will automatically license all pack- 
ers, wholesalers and custom 
slaughterers, and make the license 
a required condition for selling 
any meat product subject to price 
regulation. Dressed hogs, beef, 
veal and lamb carcasses, and al- 
most all wholesale and retail cuts 
except mutton, now are subject 
to such regulation. 

The order provides for suspen- 
sion of licenses in the event of 
violation of regulations, Retailers 
were excluded because they al- 
ready are licensed under the gen- 
eral maximum price regulation. 

OPA said it had received com- 
plaints from all parts of the coun- 
try that price regulations were 
being ignored by packers and 
wholesalers, and that inferior cuts 
were being sold at prices higher 
than ceilings. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard, speaking from Washington on 
a broadcast, urged voluntary ra- 
tioning to offset a possibility of “a 
real meat shortage” in the spring. 
He asserted the demand exceeds 
the total supply, and said require- 
ments of the fighting men of the 
Allied Nations will result in limit- 
ing the supply for civilians, Con- 
sumer rationing is the fairest 
method of dividing the supply, he 
said, 


Canada Takes Full Control of Beef 
Exports to Meet Shortage. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 4 (AP)-—The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
last night assumed rigid control of 
the beef cattle trade in Canada, 
naming the Government-owned 
Wartime Food Corporation as sole 
exporter of beef cattle in a new 
policy aimed at meeting the 
“acute” shortage which the board 
said exists “across the whole 
country.” 

The food corporation “will, when 
necessary, buy cattle in the 
domestic market to support cattle 
prices in Canada.” 

The board disclosed that Cana- 
dian packers have been required to 
give priority to military require- 
ments for some time, “yet notwith- 
standing this action military re- 
quirements have not been met.”

The activities of small loan lob- 
byists and “other insidious lobbies” 
was assailed in a prepared state- 
ment issued after the meeting.

While not mentioning his name, 
the reference was to David Licht- 
enstein, an attorney.

Campaign expenditures of $3284.07 
in behalf of Congressman Walter 
C, Ploeser, who won Republican re- 
nomination from the Twelfth Dis- 
trict in the August primary elec- 
tion, were listed yesterday in a re- 


port filed with the Recorder of 
Deeds by the committee supporting 
Ploeser’s candidacy. Expenditures 
included $1700 contributions to var- 
ious Republican ward and pre- 
cinct organizations in the Twelfth 
Congressional District. Receipts 
totaled $3292, representing cam- 
paign contributions from individ- 
uals ranging from $1 to $100, 

Congressman John J. Cochran 
who was unopposed for the Demo- 
cratic nomination in the Thirteenth 
District listed the $50 filing fee as 
his only campaign expenditure. 

Other campaign expense reports 
filed include Mrs. Ruby Koelling, 
Republican nominee for Recorder 
of Deeds, $427; Alderman Louis 
Comerford of the Third Ward, Re- 
publican nominee for Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, $475; 
and Prosecuting Attorney James 
P. Finnegan, who won the Demo- 
gratic rénomination, $375.

Iceland Yanks Now Claim First 
Nazi Plane Downed in Europe Zone 


Silver Medal Awarded to Two for Blasting 
Bomber—Distinction Previously Had Been 
Credited to Flyer in Dieppe Action. 


REYKJAVIK, Sept. 4 (AP). 


HE SILVER STAR has. been 
1 awarded to Second Lieut. Jos- 

eph Shaffer, 24 years old, of 
Long Beach, Cal., and _ Second 
Lieut. Elzae Shahan, 24 of St. 
George, W. Va., for “extraordinary 
heroism” in shooting down a Ger- 
man Focke-Wulf Kurier bomber 
near Reykjavik last month. 


They were officially credited 
with destroying the plane - after 
other pilots attacked ‘unsuccess- 
fully, and the Army said it was 
the first Nazi plane downing by 
Americans in the European the- 
ater of operations. 

London observers had credited 
Second Lieut. Samuel 8. .Junkin 
of Natchez, Miss., with being the 
first regular U, S. airman to shoot 
down a German plane. He scored 
his success Aug: 19 in the action 
over Dieppe during the Commando 
raid. The date of the air victory 
in ‘the Iceland area was not 
given, but occurred sometime after 
Aug. 6, : 

The four-motored German bomb- 
er had just concluded an unsuc- 
cessful attack on a ship at sea 
and was headed for Reykjavik 


when intercepted. The American 
flyers, in their first aerial combat 
with hostile aircraft after a year 
in Iceland, played hide-and-seek 
with it for 10 minutes in the 
dense, low-hanging clouds before 
Shaffer and Shahan got close 
enough to attack. 

The Nazi bomber exploded in 
the air and the crew was. killed. 
One American plane was damaged 
slightly in the clash but all got 
home safely. 


The Army citation said, “Despite 
heavy enemy fire Shaffer contin- 
ued the attack until he was only 
100 feet from the bomber and 
disabled it to such a'degree as to 
insure its destruction aad final 
victory.” 

“I was so close,” Shaffer said, 
“that I had to zoom up quickly 
to avoid crashing into him. As 
I went over I gave him a burst 
with all guns and saw one of his 
engines immediately blaze up and 
pieces of the fuselage fly off. The 
plane turned sharply and started 
to descend. 

“Those Germans pumped every- 
thing they had at me and I can’t 
figure out how they missed.

175,000 in British Forces. 


Considering the Irishman’s: tra- 
ditional love of a fight, this passion 
for keeping out of the biggest fight 
in history is hard to comprehend. 
The answer in part is that some- 
thing like 175,000 Irishmen have 
quietly gone to the United King- 
dom and joined the British fight- 
ing forces. I met Eire aviators, 
soldiers and sailors all over the 
kingdom. Many additional Irish 
men and women are helping the 
British war effort by working in 
British industries. 


No forceful opposition is raised 
to this migration of the fighting 
Irish by Prime Minister Eamon de 
Valera and his colleagues. Offi- 
cially, the Eire Government knows 
nothing about the whole process, 
although the monthly remittances 
for men serving in the British 
forces and industries to relatives 


in Ireland have largely taken the 
place of remittances from America 
in the Irish economic order. 

But the Irishmen who remain at 
home apparently share de Valera’s 
belief that a small nation such as 
Eire has most to gain by keeping 
out of the war, at least until it is 
attacked. 

Official Neutrality. 

De Valera and his countrymen ; 
insist they will resist to the death 
if their land is invaded. They em- 
phasize that they will resist if the 
invaders chance to be American or 
British, instead of German. But, 
short of invasion, Eire does not 
choose to fight and pursues a pol- 
icy of rigid neutrality, even in the 
publication of news about the war. 
You can’t learn much about the 
progress of the war and you can 
learn nothing about the part of 
Irishmen in the war from the se 
verely censored Irish press. 


When an American expresses re- 
gret to responsible Irishmen that 
American lives are being lost by 
our inability to use Irish bases to 
cut down the submarine attacks on 
shipping between America and the 
United Kingdom, he is advised that 
collaboration with America in re- 
sisting the Axis would cost Irish 
lives, and the Irish don’t choose to 
sacrifice their lives thus. It is the 
hope of the Eire Government that 
by thus practicing neutrality Eire 
may escape the ravages of war and

Having met this plan with the ice-cold glare of 
disapproval, the Senators demanded.a Treasury 
formula for a straight sales tax, and got it. Even 
though no specific rate (there was talk of a 5 per 
cent levy) was suggested by Secretary Morgenthau’s 
expert, Randolph - Paul, the p was stern 
enough. It called for a flat tax on all commodities 
and services with virtually no exceptions, either in 
the way of goods.or persons. 

It is to the everlasting credit of the Treasury 
experts that they submitted their sales tax idea only 
under protest. How far they were willing to go to 
avoid its imposition is demonstrated by the “spending 
tax,” which’ would have been almost a progressive 
gales tax in disguise—and a heavy one, beginning 
with a charge of 10 per cent on practically all trans- 
actions. Its one virtue was the rebate clause, which 
made the measure about one-third tax and two-thirds 
forced savings. 

Since a sales tax should be considered only as a 
last, desperate measure, there is still hope that it can 
be avoided. With sharply lowered deductions and the 
possibility of some pay-as-you-go method of collec- 
tion such as the Ruml ‘plan, it is still not unlikely 
that involved measures also may be passed up, and 
all necessary revenues for fighting the war ob- 
tained by adhering to a fairly simple method of 
calculating taxable incomes and raising the rates 
on these. Compulsory saving, through war bonds, 
is also still in the picture. 

One thing, however, must now be clear to those 
who, until yesterday, believed. that they might slip 
through this war without real hardships. That one 
fact is that we are in the most expensive struggle 
of all history, and that we must pay a large part 
of its cost as we go, that we cannot leave it all for 
the sweet by-and-by. 

Little imagination is required to conjure up the 
effect of the complicated 10 per cent “spending tax” 
or a 5 per cent sales tax. Either plan would be a 
body blow to “business as usual.” But no matter how 
intelligently it may be cushioned, such a blow must 
fall. It is not merely a matter of raising revenue, 
but also of checking the inflation which might rob 
such revenue of half its value. 

There is a job to be done, and it’s not going to be 
fun.

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THEY DESERVED TO GO. 

Two officers, Col. Dasche M. Reeves and Maj. Lynn 
Farnol, have been removed from their posts at Mit- 
chel Field, N. Y., for their parts in the witless per- 
petration of the “great air marker hoax” a month 
ago. Maj. Farnol, a former movie publicity agent, 
released a story that led countless persons in this 
country, to believe that saboteurs had been boldly at 
work laying out markers to guide enemy planes to 
airports and plane factories, only to be foiled in their 
dastardly assignment at the last moment by the 
diligent work of flyers under Col. Reeves’ command.

‘may be able to capitalize on this conflict, just as the | 


Axis capitalizes on disunity in-any anti-Fascist 
country. But all predictions that Spain is about to 
jump on the United Nations bandwagon call for. 
resolutely crossed fingers. 
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CONSERVING THE PRESIDENT’S TIME. 

It used to be that whenever there was good reason 
for an employe beyond the age of 70 to stay in the 
Government service, the matter had to go before the 
President, who would order the retirement of the 
employe and then immediately order his re-employ- 
ment. This time-consuming presidential procedure 
has been abandoned and these extensions are 
handled through the Civil Service Commission. 

It used to be that the President was forced to 
examine hundreds of orders for adding or taking a 
few acres from the public domain. The departments 


‘of Justice and the Interior and the Budget Bureau 


have worked out a method whereby these changes 


are carefully checked and legalized without taking 


the time of the President. 

Other instances of streamlining could be cited, but 
these will show how President Roosevelt’s time is 
now being conserved for the overwhelming problems 
of waging \the greatest war in history. No one, not 
even the greatest stickler. for form, will object to 


shortcuts which run no risk of injustice or- adminis- ; 


trative irresponsibility. We can bet that Hitler is 
not giving any time to small, routine matters which 
can be handled as well or better by.-others. Mr. 
Roosevelt's precious time should be spared the 
same way. 


IMPERSONATION IN A LOW FORM. 

The impersonation of any Federal officer or any 
member of the United States armed forces is a 
serious offense in peacetime and doubly serious in 
time of war. Yetsethe credit manager and assistant

The 
gist of the —* articles was roughly this: 

Today, with expansion slowing down, 
profits are more difficult to make, and 
when they do get made, they may originate 
elsewhere than in an increment of the gen- 
eral wealth. They may merely reflect the 
sellers’ control over prices either through 
monopolistic. power, or through wasteful 
sales-promotion and the like. Further, 
mounting taxation and death duties, to- 
gether with the depersonalization of busi- 
ness, produce an increasing tendency to 
take the “short view.” The desire is to 
make profits by any means and make them 
quickly.. 

Profits therefore tend to be less and less 
of an index either of efficiency or of the 
socially desirable use of means, and all this 
leads to the conclusion that yital social in- 
terests are being jeopardized and have a 
right to protection. The authors therefore 
conclude that the auditor of the future 
must be a kind of policeman of business, 
his job being to determine whether human 
and material resources are being used in 
a manner most likely to advance the com- 
mon good. . 

The Financial News, referring to the prin- 
ciples which will obtain after the war, 
wrote: “Quite apart from the cranks, ax- 
grinders and political organists, who either 
hate business or think it should be run by 
angels, there is a clear consensus of opinion 
that its ultimate interest will have to be 

the national interest. There will be a 
definite element of trusteeship about the 
effort to make profits in every trade from 
costermongering to large-scale production 
of steel, food and transport.”

The military pnase of this war 

for the future of the world began 


11 years ago with the Japanese ’ 


seizure of Manchuria. In those 
11 years our enemies have formed 
their own alliance, They did this 
around about the year 1935, and 
ever since that time Germany, 
Japan and Italy have been 
partners, : 

_ By 1940 they succeeded in smash- 
ing all the combinations which 
were brought together to resist 
them. In 1932 the Japanese smashed 
the League of Nations in the Far 
East, In 1935-36 Italy, with the 
help of Germany and Japan and 
a Laval Government In France, 
smashed the League of Nations in 
Europe. In 1938 at Munich Hitler 
smashed the Franco-British-Rus- 
sian alliance. In 1940 Hitler 
smashed the Franco-British alli- 
ance. 

In the summer of 1940 our 
enemies were at the peak of their 
power. That was the lowest and 
darkest moment in the fortunes of 
free men. For in the summer of 
1940 our enemies were united and 
all the other nations were separat- 
ed and isolated. Britain stood 
alone in Europe. China stood 
alone in Asia. 


* . *s - 

T WAS from that lowest point 

in the condition of the struggle 
that, thanks to the time won for 
mankind by the British and the 
Chinese, the grand alliance of the 
United Nations began to form. For 
it was the British resistance which 
made it impossible for Germany 
to finish the European war before 
attacking Russia and then Africa 
and the Western Hemisphere. 

It was the Chinese resistance 
which made it impossible for Ja- 
pan to concentrate all her force in 
the South Pacific and then against 
the United States. 

The British and Chinese resist- 
ance in 1940 meant that Russia 
had allies when Hitler struck in 
June, 1941. It meant that we had 
allies when Japan struck less than 
six months later. Thus by 1942 
there had come into being a great- 
er alliance than any of the other 
alliances which our enemies in the 
days of their unimpeded advance 
had been able to destroy. In the 
eleventh year of the world conflict 


* * * 

It was before this alliance was 
formed that the enemy won his 
most spectacular success: Hitler 
knocked out France and seduced 
France overseas. It has been 
while this alliance was mobilizing 
that Japan overran the badly de- 
fended empires of the Far East 
and that Hitler has been 
so deeply into Russia and the Mid- 
die East. This summer we are 
paying the price we must pay be- 
cause the alliance which now ex- 
ists did not exist two years, or 
even one year ago. Only now, as 
we are coming to the autumn, is 
the impact of the new alliance be- 
ginning to be felt tentatively on 
the field of battle. 

Therefore, it is true that what 
is at stake in 1942 is the ability 
of the United Nations to with- 
stand the blows which are designed 
to separate them and then to 
paralyze them separately, 

* * * 

HE ultimate objective of our 

enemies is nothing less than the 
rupture of the grand alliance, and 
they will have lost the campaign 
of 1942 if the alliance survives. 
The alliance will survive the 
campaign of 1942 because on the 
one hand the enemy has dealt so 
savagely with the conquered that 
to submit is infinitely wores than 
to die, because on the other hand 
he cannot in 1942 strike finally and 
decisively into the fastness of 
Russia, against the citadel of Bri- 
tain and into the continental base 
of North America. The enemy 
cannot get at the heart of our 
alliance. Because he cannot, there 
will. burn in the souls of all. his 
countless victims the flame of hope 
fed by the fuels of hate, 

The heart of our enemy is vul- 
nerable. We stand now within 
striking distance of the enemy in 
Europe, and jin Asia his heart is 
weak though his hands and his 
long fingers are strong. The 
ground on which he stands is big. 
But it ic rotten under his feet, 
rotten with the inexpiable hatreds 
he has aroused, rotten with his own 
dread of the consequences, rotten 
with the guilt that compels him 
to commit more crimes in order 
to cover the crimes he has al- 
ready committed. 

Thus in 1942 his conquests are 
wider than in 1940 but his pros- 
pects are worse. For in those two 
years, which are the turning point 
in the history of the modern world, 
there has come into being the 
grand and implacable alliance to 
which we belong. Henceforth, this 
alliance will conduct the war, and 
in the end it will win the right 
to shape the future.

There are enough shells in stock 
to supply this season’s crop of 
hunters and some of next year’s. 
Hunting doesn’t clash with patriot- 
ism since shotgun powder is differ- 
ent from that used in military 
arms. Priority demands on brass

The Negro -local is protesting 
against the employment of white 
operators at the Criterion Theater, 
2744 Franklin avenue, owned by 
George Pliakos, and at the Strand 
Theater, 2000 Market street, owned 
by Thomas James. Pickets have 
been placed at these two theaters, 
which have remained open. The 
operators, all Negroes, at four 
other theaters have walked out as 
sympathizers. The theaters are:

The Heart?

HE term “athlete’s heart” 
T (once heard almost as much as 

“athlete’s foot” is today) went 
out of fashion, partly because of 
lack of rigid definition, and partly 
because careful examination by 
modern methods of such hearts 
showed in most cases that the 
actual trouble was old rheumatic 


heart disease, hardening of the ar- 


teries or some condition not con- 
nected with the exertion of athletie 
competition. 

Today with the strain put on the 
hearts of new recruits with the 
exercises. long marches and hard- 
ening process for military maneu- 
vers, the concept requires some 
further definition. 

Acute heart strain undoubtedly 
occurs. The causes are (1). occu- 
pational, (2) infectious, (3) pre 
viously existing. heart disease, (4) 
age—over 40 there is less elas- 
ticity in the heart muscle and large 
arteries, (5) nervous strain or ex~ 
citement, and most important (6) 
excessive exertion in lifting, pull- 
ing, straining, marching, running, 
carrying heavy loads. 
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THE SYMPTOMS are sudden 
onset with pain or discomfort over 
the heart, weakness, shortness of 
breath and palpitation, and limi- 
tation of response on the part of 
the heart to exercise tests, rapid 
pulse, often enlargement of the 


heart (dilatation) and pulse irreg- 


ularity. The basic cause is prob- 
ably overstretching of the heart 
muscle. Many doctors do not agree 
that there is any such thing, but 
at least all the signs disappear on 
rest and the quieting of apprehen- 
sions, 

Does acute strain go over into 
chronic heart strain? That is what 
we want to know in’ connection 
with school athletics and military 
training. The chronic heart strain 
may be defined, -for purposes of 
argument, as an enlarged heart 
with a low reserve. 

There is no question that un- 
usual activity causes enlargement 
of the heart. Soldiers’ hearts are 
larger than civilians. Heavy la- 
borers have larger hearts. Wild 
animals have larger hearts than 
household pets—the wild rabbit has 
a heart almost three times as 
heavy as a pen rabbit of the same 
weight. 
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BUT DOES THIS do any per 
manent harm? Probably not. Nor 
cause any unpleasant symptoms. 
Farrell studied 23 runners three 
days after they had reached New 
York from Los Angeles. They had 
averaged 41 miles for 34 consecu- 
tive days, yet only one man’s heart 
was larger than when they had 
started and he was 64 years old 
and had been running for 40 years. 

The conclusion seems to be that 
there is no such thing as chronic 


heart strain and that under mili- | 


tary supervision the soldier’s life 
puts no burden on the heart. 


Questions and Answers. 


J. J.: Will a strict fruit diet for 
one or two weeks aid an adult 
suffering from chronic constipa- 
tion. 

Answer: Yes, but you don’t need 
to go on a strict fruit diet, and 
two weeks is too short a period to 
cure chronic constipation. Give up 
cathartics and eat as usual, but 
eat only fruit, not sweets, for des- 
sert and eat a good helping of 
vegetables at each meal and an 
apple at bedtime, 


O. S.: Please give me some in- 
formation about the vitamin con- 
tent of rhubarb. Why is it consid- 
ered a spring tonic? Second: Why 
is barley water prescribed for 
babies or sick persons? 

Answer: Rhubarb has a trace of 
vitamin A, some vitamin B and a 
good deal of vitamin C. There is 
no scientific réason why it is a 
good spring tonic. Second: Bar- 
ley water or any cereal gruel is 
easy to digest. It has poor -food 
value. It is not used much by mod- 
ern pediatricians and dieticians,

It does 
have trouble and plenty of it—with 
“Orchestra Wives,” which happens 
to be the title of the picture at 
the Fox. 

For although the boys’ music 
may be out of-this earth, they cer- 
tainly pick some sour notes in 
matrimony. With the exception of 
Ann Rutherford, every little gal in 
tow carries an ax, a knife and a 
few other lethal weapons. While 
the boys are downtown hitting hot 
licks for the jitterbugs, the girls 
are at home at the hotel giving 
each other the hot foot. 

So it is that Miss Rutherford, 
when she marries George Mont- 
gomery and his trumpet, moves 
into such ae set-up. Realizing that 
the band’s vocalist, Lynn Bari; is 
in love with Ann’s husband, the 
other orchestra wives fan _ the 
flames of jealousy. And when Ann 
fights back, she breaks up the 
band. ' 

But don’t believe a word of it. 
“Orchestra Wives” merely provides 
opportunity for Miller’s men to 
play new numbers like “Serenade 
In Blue,” “People Like You and 
Me” and so on. It just happens that 
the story is pretty good, too, the 
assorted hussies—Carole Landis, 
Lynn Bari, Mary Beth Hughes and 
Ann Gilmore—bat a good score, 
Cesar Romero has some wonderful 
dialogue and the Nicholas Broth- 
ers do the most astonishing dance 
routine you've ever seen. 

Under the circumstances, the 
presence of “Are Hushands Neces- 
sary?” on the same program makes 
little- difference one way or the 
other. This comedy, adapted from 
the best-seller, “Mr. and Mrs. Cu- 
gat,” is of the “Duley” school 
—about the addle-pated wife who 
tries to help her husband in busi 
ness. Its comedy is the kind corre- 
spondence-school playwrights could 
think up, after one lesson.
